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I am a downtown church. Some people rather pity me, for 
they think I am destined to grow weak and die. But they do not 
know me, or they would know better. 


I have an honorable history. I was here more than a cen- 
tury ago, and I will still be here a century hence. Long after 
neighborhoods have changed and good neighborhoods have de- 
teriorated, and strong neighborhood churches have become weak 
neighborhood churches, I will continue to be strong. 


For I am in the heart of the city, and my ministry is not 
to a section of the town, but to the entire city, for I reach out 
in every direction. My ministry touches every neighborhood, 
and it extends to all classes. 


I am not provincial in my outlook. In me, the rich and the 
poor mingle in the fellowship of worship. Through me the poor 
are ennobled and enriched, and the rich are made generous and 
gentle. 


I live to serve. I exist for others. This may be the reason 
why I continue to keep my strength through the years. 


It is sometimes said that I am not so convenient to attend. 
But who ever said that religion is to be a thing of convenience? 
If pilgrims of Israel could travel the length of Palestine afoot 
to attend the special temple services at Jerusalem, surely the 
twenty minutes it requires to come to the heart of the city is not 
too much. 


You come downtown to shop. You come downtown for 
your entertainment. Many of you come downtown to work. Is 
it any more of a hardship to come downtown to worship? 


You would not want me to die through your indifference, 
any more than you would want your downtown postoffice, 
courthouse and department stores to die. 


I leave my future to you, for my place in the city depends 
upon your loyalty. I believe that I can count on you. 


THE RECTOR'S REPORT 
THE FELLOWSHIP or ST. STEPHEN’S CHURCH—GREETINGS: 


We have recently celebrated the One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
Year of this grand old parish. We have had an opportunity to look back 
over the years and evaluate the contribution of this church to the re- 
ligious life of the city. We have been thrilled and proud of the conse- 
crated service to God which the past has revealed. We give thanks to 
God for our many blessings. 

Now we must look ahead to the opportunities and responsibilities 
that lie ahead. We need to analyze the present problems of a metro- 
politan church in relation to its possibilities for increased service and 
spiritual aid to the individual person and to the community, and for 
consecrated service to God in a time of world-wide opportunity. 

What is the place of St. Stephen’s Church in the world of tomor- 
row? For St. Stephen’s to have a place in the future, what are our 
responsibilities? What are our assets? What are our weaknesses? These 
are the questions that should engage the attention and focus of the rector 
and on and the leadership of our parish organizations in the year 
ahead. 

The rector believes that the members of the Parish should dedicate 
themselves to the development of friendly and spiritual relationships of 
person to person, person to community, and community to God; that 
the personal ministry of St. Stephen’s will be needed now more than 
ever before. 

The city is often called the loneliest place in the world. We believe 
that the relating of people to the God revealed in Christ, and to people, 
one by one, is the answer to loneliness. The people of St. Stephen’s have 
a contribution to make because, being members of a fellowship united by 
prayer and a high faith, they can steadily draw upon the unfailing re- 
sources of God. 

For this power to flow through each member of this Parish, and 
through the corporate fellowship of St. Stephen’s, and into the world, 
the rector believes that our house must be put in order by recognizing 
and correcting weaknesses, and by making strong points stronger. Only 
from a sound base can adjustments be made to the specific needs of a 
world in spiritual unrest. 

The requirements of a strong church are: 

An adventurous faith. 

A devotional life that is real. 

An outreaching friendly spirit. 

Fellowship that transcends differences and reaches beyond 
national and racial frontiers. 

A commitment to the world-wide mission of the church. 

Organic parish unity. 

An informed and intellectually alert membership. 

A sound fianancial basis. 

If St. Stephen’s of Tomorrow is to meet the future and to act upon 
the above requirements of a strong church, two basic needs must be 
strongly emphasized—increased membership and a balanced budget. The 
problems of the moment must be met first. 

St. Stephen’s Church presents the unusual membership problem of 
a large, metropolitan parish, serving a congregation that is constantly 
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shifting. A large percentage of the membership lives at a great distance 
from the church. We believe that St. Stephen's has not only a vital work | 
to do in the immediate neighborhood, but that the simplicity and beauty 
of its services, the fearless preaching, the ministry of music by its choir 
and choir-master, its democratic character and organization, its sense of 
community and social responsibility, and, above all, its friendliness, offer 
to Philadelphia and to the nation a spiritual home that is somewhat 
unique. 

.As a means of increasing our active membership and assisting the 
rector in his pastoral duties the "Rector's Representatives" consisting of 
forty laymen and women was organized this past year. Each representa- 
tive was asked to visit church families in a particular mailing zone of the 


"city. The rector strongly recommends this program as a means of in- 


creasing the membership of St. Stephen's. Each member of the Parish 
who believes in St. Stephen's will also want to talk to newcomers, and 
with something of the old apostolic enthusiasm, spread the "good news" 
wherever he or she goes. Each must feel it his personal obligation to be 
a self-appointed member of the "Rector's Representatives." 

The second basic need is that of a balanced budget. If St. Stephen's 
is to meet the needs of the future, and to be equipped to meet the emo- 
tional problems of a neurotic world, it must look forward to increased 
expenditures and a larger budget. No organization can function or grow 
without a balanced budget. А balanced budget means more members, 
more money, and more interest on the part of the individual person. 

The rector expects that every person in the church community shall 
assume more responsibility for its financial support either by joining the 
envelope system, or, if already a subscriber, by increasing the amount of 
his or her pledge. In this way, St. Stephen's can move on to greater 
effectiveness, and have the resources for an expanding program, and a 
more extensive ministry. All of us should have an increased sense of the 
stewardship of what God has given us. 

The rector recommends that more thought be given to ways and 
means of increasing the Endowment Fund. We have been the rich ben- 
eficiary of the generosity of those who have departed this life leaving 
substantial sums of money for the endowment of this church. Each 
generation should remember the church in their wills. In order to con- 
tinue and extend the good work of such organizations as the Benevolent 
Society, the King's Daughters, the Girls’ Friendly Society, as well as the 
music tradition of St. Stephen's and the noon-day services we need the 
gifts large and small of those who pass on. So, please remember the 
church in your Will. One hundred dollars will provide an income for 
memorial flowers for one Sunday a year. Five thousand dollars will 
provide a yearly income of $150.00 for the good work of the Benevolent 
Society. One hundred thousand dollars will provide a yearly income of 
some three thousand dollars for the maintenance of the fine music which 
St. Stephen's has always enjoyed. And while we are thinking of the 
music, our organ which has served us well for over forty years will soon 
need replacing. Fifty thousand dollars will provide a new organ. 

The year 1947 has again been a banner year for St; Stephen's in 
missionary giving. Our missionary quota of $5,100. has been met (an 
increase of $600. over 1946). This includes $1,000. for the Episcopal 
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Hospital. Besides this $1,515.30 was given for "Specials," such as 
$1,404.30 for the Presiding Bishop's Fund for world relief, and other proj- 
ects such as the Divinity School, G.F.S. Trailer, etc. The total for the 
year 1947 was $7,042.01. Congratulations to you who have made this 
possible. 

St. Stephen's Church operates seven days a week. In so doing, it 
demonstrates the fact that Christianity is concerned with all of a man's 
life and with all of a man's time. When it becomes simply a Sunday 
affair it is little more than a mockery. While the chief function of the 
church is to provide an opportunity for public and private worship, as 
a part of which the word of God is preached and the sacraments ad- 
ministered, there are other functions which in their place are important 
and significant. To work out the implications of the church's worship 
and to demonstrate its principles of belief in action, all of which is done 
within the fellowship of the group, is the purpose of the activities which 
are described in the reports in this book. 

Every person who takes part in the worship of the church should, 
in the nature of things, take some part in the church's activity. As far 
as we can see, there is a place in this program for everyone. We would 
like you to find your place, and when you find it, to take it. There is no 
place in the church for spectators—participants alone are needed. There 
are some, of course, who in.the course of events have been prevented 
from active participation in any activity, and they are released from 


active service, but for those of us who are well and strong the only way - 


to full and real Christian life is the way of action. 

Somewhere in this report the rector must make room for his official 
acts. During the year he conducted 267 services; preached 145 sermons; 
had 23 baptisms, 11 weddings, and 13 burials, and 23 were confirmed. 

In the Office of Instruction in the Prayer Book we are told that it 
^is the bounden duty of every Christian to work and pray and give for 
the spread of His Kingdom." These parochial reports that follow are 
given that you may see to what extent we have been faithful to that 
command. Not even a rector knows all the hard work that goes into the 
successful running of a parish. His brain would have room for little 
else if he tried to keep track of it. Much of the work is “unheralded 
and unsung." It is not done for public recognition but for the joy of 
serving. Though these reports, therefore, will in no way show what the 
individual members of the parish have done, it does give a fairly accurate 
picture of our corporate work during 1947-48. Very few of our members 
are aware of all the work being done, and we therefore urge you to study 
all of the reports, that you may have a better understanding of what the 
Church, your Church, is doing. 

We are members of the church for one reason only, and we should 
be willing to do whatever will make that church a strong and effective 
force for Christianity. The ideal of a truly Christian society can be 
realized only by those of us who are willing to make sacrifices for the 
greater gain. If St. Stephen's is alive and vital, we will be able to meet 
the needs of the present and future. 

May we count on your ever increasing co-operation, and may God 
give us all the wisdom and grace for this united and solemn responsi- 
bility.

REPORT ON ACTIVITIES OF THE VESTRY 
FOR THE YEAR 1947-1948 


During the past year the Vestry held the usual number of regular 
meetings, all of which were presided over by the Rector. Numerous 
meetings of the various committees of the Vestry such as the Executive, 
Burd School, Community House, Sunday School, Church Property, Music 
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and By-Laws committees were also held and their actions and recom- 
mendations reported to and adopted or ratified by the vestry. Through- 
out the year a large number of financial transactions involving the pur- 
chase and sale of securities and acceptance or rejection of mortgage 
applications were acted on by the Executive Committee, of which the 
accounting warden is the chairman. This committee also acted upon 
numerous other financial matters such as approval of pre-payment of 
mortgages, settlement of junior lien mortgage, revival of judgments, ex- 
tinguishment of ground rent, the exercise of rights to subscribe to stock, 
rejection of offer for the purchase of real estate taken over as a result 
of mortgage foreclosure proceedings,’ increase of insurance coverage on 
the church property, adjustment of compensation of certain members of 
the church staff, the consideration and rejection of the request of one 
of our fiscal agents for additional compensation as trustee in certain 
trust estates from which the church receives the income and certain 
matters not primarily financial in character such as repairs to the organ 
in the church and to the piano in the community house, disposition of 
the motion picture machine in the community house and the safe guard- 
ing of church property. 


The accounting warden submitted to the vestry at each of its reg- 
ular meetings a statement of receipts and disbursements for the period 
between meetings which was in every instance accepted and approved 
by the vestry after perusal and discussion. The accounting warden also 
submitted auditors’ reports on the examination of his accounts and records 
for the periods beginning May 16 and ending December 31, 1946, and for 
the calendar year 1947, a budget for the year 1948 and numerous recom- 
mendations and resolutions relating to the withdrawal of funds, alloca- 
tion of securities and church bookkeeping, all of which were approved 
and accepted by the Vestry. 


The Treasurer of the Burd School submitted an auditor’s report on 
the examination of his accounts and records for the period beginning 
May, 1946, and ending June 30, 1947, and also a later verbal interim 
report both of which were examined, discussed and accepted by the 
Vestry. The Treasurer of the Burd School also made a number of 
recommendations and reports of economies which were also accepted 
and approved. 


The By-Laws Committee drew up a new set of by-laws for the 
Church which were submitted to and ratified by the Vestry. Many of 
the provisions in the old by-laws had become archaic and obsolete. Spe- 
cial emphasis was placed on liberalizing the voting privilege so as to 
include all members of the congregation who regularly contribute to the 
support of the church whereas heretofore, under the old by-laws, this 
privilege was only extended to the owners and lessees of pews and 
Sittings. 


In addition to the above matters, the Vestry considered and acted 
upon a wide range of, other matters affecting the church exclusive of 
those of a strictly religious character such as the activities of the various 
organizations utilizing the facilities of the community house, repairs to 
the parish house, protection of the church property against termite action, 
plans for the celebration of the 125th anniversary of the church, author- 
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izing the Rector to make arrangements for vacations of members of the 
church staff, desirability of air-conditioning the church, erection and 
completion of the Grammer Memorial and the raising of funds to defray 
the cost thereof, desirability of continuing advertisements in hotels, rail 
and subway stations, repair to the organ and curtailment of its unauthor- 
ized use, the Sunday School, election of delegates and alternate delegates 
to regular and special diocesan conventions; acceptance of a marble bust 
of the Madonna, a work of Steinhouser formerly owned by Dr. Ducachet 
and presented to the Church by Mrs. Roland S. Morris, the affairs and 
activities of the hard of hearing congregation, fixing the amount for 
which the church would obligate itself for diocesan missionary and wel- 
fare purposes during the year 1948 and the raising and appropriation of 
money for various worthy purposes connection with the church activities. 


Through the Burd School committee the Vestry remained in close 
contact with conditions at the Burd School and monthly reports from 
the Directress were received and accepted at each regular meeting of 
the Vestry. The Sunday School and Community House Committees, 
have had a number of meetings, have regularly reported the results of 
their findings and deliberations to the Vestry and have given a great deal 
of consideration to the use of the community house, efforts to increase 
the size and services of the church school as much as possible, the ex- 
pansion of organizations using the community house whose activities 
result in increasing the membership and activities of the church and 
curtailment of the use of the community house by organizations whose 
activities do not tend to benefit the church. 


АП Vestry meetings and all committee meetings of major importance 
have been attended by and presided over by the Rector, and he has also 
kept the Vestry fully informed on all staff problems and matters of а 
religious nature. We, of the Vestry, are increasingly inspired to put 
forth our best efforts by the wisdom, sincerity and ability of our won- 
derful leader and Rector.

1947 Report on the Chapel for the Hard of Hearing 


The work of the Hard of Hearing in St. Stephen’s Church is pro- 
gressing slowly, but surely. The success of this work is judged primarily 
through our service to the Hard of Hearing in the worship services of 
the Church. The Sunday Evening Prayer Service is well attended and 
our average attendance this year is greater than last. The most marked 
advance has been made in the choir. Under the fine leadership of Mr. J. 
Stokes Leeds, choirmaster, we now have a fully rounded choir capable 
of fulfilling our every need for the music of our Services. We also in- 
augurated a monthly evening celebration of the Holy Communion. A few 
Episcopal Churches in the United States have such an Evening Service. 
We believe this is the first Episcopal Church in the City of Philadelphia 
to have such a service in the evening. The experiment has proven to be 
successful. The attendance on this third Sunday evening Communion 
Service has been better than the attendance on the Sundays when the 
Evening Prayer Service is held. The comments have all been favorable. 
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The Bible Class has grown and on some Sunday afternoons as 
many as forty-five persons are present. The Woman's Auxiliary of the 
Chapel continues in rendering splendid service to the Chapel and other 
church activities. Their plans for the Autumn Bazaar are made and 
since this is the tenth annual bazaar, their goal will be to realize one 
thousand dollars. 


We rejoice in our work and the knowledge that we are serving in 
God's Kingdom and helping to spread the teachings of Jesus to many 
who are hard of hearing and might not find church services available 
for them. We are deeply grateful to St. Stephen's Church, its Vestry 
and Rector, Dr. Price, for their continued interest and help.

1947 Community House 


Most persons who visit the Community House for their weekly or 
monthly meeting do not realize the work that goes on there. А typical 
week, beginning on Sunday, finds the building open in the morning for 
the Church School Classes. As a rule the children are grouped in classes 
using the three floors of the building. Early Sunday afternoon the ad- 
vance guard of Miss Hannah Yeakle's Bible Class arrives and prepares 
the first floor for their Sunday ‘tea’. Ву 4 P. M. the class is under way 
and their enthusiastic singing can be heard on Ludlow Street. Monday 
the Daughters of the British Empire arrive for their meeting followed 
by ‘tea’ and refreshments. About four o'clock in the afternoon the Girls’ 
Friendly Society has tlieir dinner committee come in to prepare for their 
weekly dinner and meeting. And in the evening, with a very large group 
attending, the Friendship Club gathers for numerous social activities. 
Tuesday afternoon the Gold Star Mothers fill the auditorium and at the 
same hour the Woman's Auxiliary of the Chapel for the Hard of Hear- 
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ing meets on the first floor. That very same evening the building is 
filled from basement to roof with 'Junto' classes. During Lent a typical 
Wednesday night in the Community House found the lights on in every 
room and the building alive with activity. Mr. Meckling is in the office 
conducting his class in personal religion. The Light Opera Workshop 
group is in the adjoining room rehearsing one of Gilbert & Sullivan's 
Operas, and not to be out-done in the singing accomplishments of the 
Community House, Mrs. Ernest Nelson is putting her minstrel-mothers 
through their lessons. As one ascends {һе steps they hear opera, old 
time ballads and when they reach the third floor the strains of jazz and 
jive as our growing young people's group swing and sway to their auto- 
matic-fed recordings. It’s a happy and pleasant night here at the Com- 
munity House on Wednesday evenings for both young and old. And 
not to be forgotten, we can also find the Scouts under the fatherly eye of 
Mr. James Lyman being instructed in the crafts and lores of scouting.

Thursday the Woman's Auxiliary of St. Stephen’s has their meeting 
about 11 A. M. and in the evening Mrs. Mearn's vast and enthusiastic 
group of mothers gather for loads of fun, entertainment, sociability and 
refreshments. This brings to a close the regular activities of the Com- 
munity House, for Friday and Saturdays have been reserved for special 
entertainments, card parties and dances of our various groups. Such 
entertainment during the past year numbered sixty-seven. 

Thus, to anyone who spends some time in the Community House 
comes the realization that it is a busy place. This seven-day-a-week oper- 
ation has been costly and we are striving this year to maintain all our 
church activities on a reduced budget. It is necessary that the work of 
the Community House be associated and vitally connected with the work 
of the Church. A fairly representative number for each organization 
should be members of St. Stephen's Church and active not only in the 
affairs of the Community House but also in the affairs of the Church. 
Thus our purpose in operating the Community House is fulfilled and the 
work of Christian fellowship strengthened.

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THE BURD SCHOOL 
Report ОЕ Epwarp S. Morris, Treasurer 


It is a pleasure to be permitted to make a short report on the suc- 
cessful work at the Burd School. The administration of this trust has 
received the very painstaking consideration of the Burd School Com- 
mittee, particularly as to operations, and the very thoughtful considera- 
tion of the Executive Committee of the Vestry as to the investment of 
its trust funds. Throughout the year both Committees have received the 
most enthusiastic cooperation of the Directress and the Staff. 


Capital funds constituting the principal of this trust as of June 30, 
1947, consisted of :—

During the year there have been a number of sales of real estate 
and the usual number of mortgages that have matured and been paid off. 
The funds resulting from these transactions have been most fortunately 
reinvested in mortgages; and a considerable portion of our funds pre- 
viously held in Government Bonds have likewise gone into additional 
available mortgages. There should be some improvement shown by our 
next audit as to income available for the operation of the school, par- 
ticularly due to the conversion of the Governments to mortgages. 


Funds made available for the operation of the school for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1947, amounted to $29,654.41. 


The portfolio of securities held in this account is in healthy condi- 
tion and the accounts are subject to audit and examination by Charles S. 
Rockey & Co., Certified Public Accountants, as of June 30th of each 
year. This report is available at all times for inspection. 


The Treasurer cannot close this brief summary without particularly 
acknowledging his gratitude to our new Directress, Mrs. Dodge, who 
has worked valiantly with him and the Administrative Committee to find 
answers to the many problems posed by the steadily rising cost of living 
and, at the same time, to continue and improve the benefits given by 
Burd School to its charges. The general post-war trend of a reduced 
yield from investments and rising prices in every department of life's 
operations has made necessary a great deal of basic replanning of our 
receipts and expenditures in a fashion that has not been required or un- 
dertaken for some time. The burden of this re-planning has fallen on the 
shoulders of the Directress and the Administrative Committee and the 
execution, upon our Directress and our able housekeeper, Mrs. King. 
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The Treasurer feels certain that, when this re-planning is completed 
by the end of the current fiscal year, Burd School will not only have 
met its financial problems, but also can look forward to increased use-

Report of Women’s Committee of the Burd School 


As of July 31, 1947, Miss Florence L. Davies resigned as Directress 
of the Burd School. For four years Miss Davies had given of herself 
to the girls with unflagging interest. 


The Managers of the School were most fortunate in getting, as the 
new Directress, Mrs. Sarah S. Clair Dodge. Mrs. Dodge came to us 
with a wealth of personnel work in this business world, and also, unusual 
experience as a senior-cottage mother at the Greer School. Her experi- 
ence with, and fondness for, adolescent girls has proven of exceptional 
benefit to Burd. 


In early October, a tea was given to introduce Mrs. Dodge to mem- 
bers of the parish of St. Stephen’s, the Managers of the School and their 
wives, and also to the teachers in the three public schools our girls attend. 


The annual Christmas party, preceded by the carol service in the 
chapel, was its usual great success. Both Bishop Hart and Bishop Rem- 
ington were present with their wives, and Mr. Streaker made, as always, 
the perfect Santa Claus. 


As successful and happy as this Christmas party was, it must be 
added that a note of regret was occasioned by the thought that it was the 
last of such parties to be attended by Miss Hipple as a member of the staff. 
For over a score of years, Miss Hipple had been associated with Burd 
School, including such positions as Assistant to the Directress and Ad- 
ministrative Secretary. We will miss her knowledge, experience and 
efficiency for a long time to come. 


Mrs. Dodge, faced with the enormous increase in food prices, asked 
the Women’s Committee for consultation and suggestions in cutting the 
food budget. Savings have been made, but, unfortunately, storage space 
at our present quarters is not available to permit the buying of staples in 
as large quantities as would be most economical. 


The Women’s Committee also went carefully through the library 
and disposed of some four hundred volumes which were totally unsuit- 
able for the use of school-age girls. The Committee is most anxious to 
build a fund to restock the library with books of interest and value to 
our girls, and have directed that the dues of their organization shall be 
used toward this purpose. 


The health record, until early March, was excellent. At this time, 
an almost crippling epidemic of measles and chicken pox struck: both dis- 
ёаѕеѕ at the same time. At one point, ten were in isolation, necessitating 
trays and bed care; and, since the inception of the quarantine, the School 
has constantly had at least one case of measles or chicken pox in isola- 
tion. Now, in mid-April, the end seems to be in sight, as our last patient 
will shortly be released from her enforced detention, and no further 
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afflictions are in sight. With a staff as limited as Burd’s, it must be 
realized that a protracted period of contagious sickness such as we have 
just experienced places a terriffic burden on the whole School. Without 
exception, our staff arose magnificently to the extra burdens, and great 
thanks are due to them, as well as our Directress and older girls for the 
grand spirit they maintained over the past eight weeks. 


The Women’s Committee has allocated to its members several proj- 
ects and, if others of the parish wish to help in some of these projects, 
they will*be warmly welcomed. Amongst other things, there is imme- 
diate need of revamping our record. of Burd Alumnae and “old girls,” 
so that information will be available when properly needed and, more 
importantly, so that we can have a more active and informed alumnae.

Report of St. Stephen’s Sunday School for the Year 
1947-1948 


The 1946-1947 year, it will be recalled, marked our first return to 
full use of the Community House and the real establishing of the Sunday 
School therein. The greater part of this happy transferrence was cov- 
ered in my last report up to the date of our Parish Meeting in 1947, and 
need not be repeated here. Suffice it to say that the year 1946-1947 was 
completed with no major casualties but, it must be added, with little 
increase in the attendance at Sunday School other than our solid bat- 
talion of girls from Burd School. On the second Saturday in June, 1947, 
we joined the Episcopal Church Sunday School Outing to Riverview 
Beach and, though the weather was not promising in the morning, suffi- 
cient sun and warmth appeared in the afternoon so that our group, with 
many others, enjoyed the pool at Riverview Beach, in addition to the 
standard attractions. None of our participants became permanently lost, 
strayed or stolen. 

On the third Sunday in June, the Sunday School closed the 1946- 
1947 season by simple exercises marked by prizes in various fields of 
accomplishments given to the students. In the Senior Division, the prizes 
were awarded as follows :— 

1. For Cooperation, Interest, Industry and Leadership— 

(a) First Prize—Elizabeth Frances Gallagher ; 
(b) Second Prize—Mary E. Groot. 

2. For Achievement—Helen Grace Alves, with the remarkable 

average of 96.4 throughout the year. 

3. For Improvement—Grace Zazzie. 


During the summer, two conferences were held on Community 
House activities, and Sunday School in particular. Alternative proposals 
were discussed for improved facilities for religious education; but it was 
determined that the Vestry would be requested to appoint a committee 
early in the fall to study the problem at length, so that the improvement 


and changes would not be haphazard. This committee was appointed at 
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the first Vestry Meeting after Labor Day, with Edwin S. Heins as Chair- 
man, and has held to date several meetings, though a final report will not 
be available before the end of the current Sunday School year. 


We note with pleasure that there has been a slight increase in at- 
tendance at the School by children in the neighborhood, amounting to 
ten new members during the year, though some of these have been rather 
spasmodic in attendance. 


Your Superintendent personally feels that there is still a consider- 
able unexplored territory within our parish limits that can be productive 
of Sunday or Church School scholars and, as a member of the Sunday 
School Committee, is confident that a progressive and vital plan will be 
adopted by the Sunday School Committee, which will give St. Stephen's 
an opportunity to continue its excellent work in this field.

The Choir 


Less than fifty years ago the quartet choir was quite a common 
thing in Episcopal churches in this country, sometimes supplemented 
by a second quartet of solo voices. The composers of this country were 
catering to this type of choir, providing music which exploited the solo 
voice and often savored of Italian operatic music rather than religious 
music. Today this has all but passed away and it is doubtful if there is 
one quartet choir in an Episcopal Church throughout the country. 


The reason for this is obvious. The music of the Episcopal Liturgy 
is essentially choral in character, designed to be a vital and organic ele- 
ment in the service for the day, where all its parts must be controlled by 
the desire for beauty, fitness, and unity, but withal impersonal in char- 
acter. 


It is with this conviction that we at St. Stephen’s have always tried 
to provide an ensemble capable of rendering the great choral music which 
adorns our liturgy. It is a privilege, but a responsibility, for every seri- 
ous-minded choirmaster realizes that any secularized style of church 
music means decadence. 


I am very fortunate in having a group of singers who, I know, 
appreciate these facts and who faithfully give of their talents, not for 
their own personal glorification but to preserve this great musical tradi- 
tion which has been handed down to us over the ages. I would like to 
take this opportunity, therefore, to say how much I appreciate their 
whole-hearted co-operation, for it is this, together with the sympathetic 
understanding of Dr. Price, that has made my ten years of service at 
St. Stephen’s a delightful experience.

Parish Visitor's Report—1948 


Ten years is a very short time in the history of a church celebrating 
a ONE HUNDRED AND TWENTY-FIFTH ANNIVERSARY, but this length of 
time is a long span in your Parish Visitor's life, to continue the good 
work done by her predecessors; a long enough time to realize that the 
experiences of former years in the nursing field has been a great asset 
in the parish work and that so much more could be accomplished if those 
working in the medical field would combine their efforts with Christian 
Healing. 

Working with the Social Service Exchange for four years proved 
that we do not have either the time, funds or office force to carry on the 
work efficiently, so we have discontinued our membership. The church 
has not ignored the criticism of organizations who suggest that charities 
are handed out promiscuously. Transients who sometimes try to take 
advantage of these funds have been sent either to the Galilee or City 
Missions, who in turn report back to us. 


A large part of the year's work was among elderly men and women. 
Members who had no relatives and needed a feeling of security, to know 
they would be taken care of, and others who needed help to improve 
their present conditions. These people were helped in various ways. 
Some were taken to hospitals by cabulance, some were placed in homes 
and helped to get Old Age Assistance by signing their papers and taking 
them to their district office to make application for these benefits; some 
were moved because their lease had expired; two, almost blind, were 
brought home from the hospitals by taxi, then taken to their doctors for 
visits besides getting someone to help take care of them, and finally 
when two passed away, arrangements were made for their funerals. 

A new happy addition to the work was to be able to supply lay- 
ettes. Through the generous gift of one of our members, material was 
purchased, and Mrs. Dell and Mrs. Slatcher and her sister so willingly 
made the beautiful little garments. The King's Daughters made eight 
pairs of flannel pajamas which gladdened the hearts of children at Christ- 
mas time. Other clothing contributed by members was packed and sent 
to Windsor, Maryland and Britain. Some of the men's apparel was kept 
for our own supply closet. The amount of money received and disbursed 
during the year was $300.00. 

Visits were made to many hospitals and to the homes of both sick 
and well. Almost daily someone came to the office to talk about his or 
her problem and to get advice. And so the work goes on from day to day.

We sincerely hope St. Stephen’s GFS will go on another sixty years 
and this can be realized only if the young girls of St. Stephen’s Church 
and their friends carry on this organization by helping some girl, white, 
black or yellow, to know more about God and our Church, to bear one 
another’s burdens, be it sorrow, sickness, or any other adversity. 


The GFS has pledged to help the Mental Society, for unfortunate 
girls who are suffering this way. Contributions went to United Charities, 
Children’s Country Week Association, girls suffering from displacement 
abroad, our Bontoc Scholarship for a little girl in the Philippines, the 
Grenfell Association, Caney Creek Community Center in Kentucky, 
Episcopal Hospital, Presiding Bishop’s Fund, Church Anniversary Fund, 
Rosebud Indian Mission in South Dakota, All Saints’ Memorial Fund, 
Renovation Fund for GFS Holiday House at Cape May, N. J. 


We helped install new lights at the Seamen’s Church Institute and 
supplied seamen with the usual Christmas bags. The old folks at Har- 
rison Memorial Home were remembered. On January 3 an Admission 
Service was held and two members were admitted. 


It is much too early to report on our special effort fund which is 
raised in May. However, you may depend on the GFS that it will be 
used to help some girl somewhere and thus we “Bear one another's 
burdens.”

Instead of dividing the profits. from our Annual Fair and Sale of 
cards into several gifts, we contributed $250.00 to the church for the 
new choir gowns, which were badly needed. $5.00 was given for 
Hymnals as Memorials to our former leaders and $5.00 for Palms in 
memory of the four members who had died this past year. 


The Mothers are most grateful to Mrs. Raspin for sending each of 
them a Birthday Card, and to the friends who have helped to make this 
a successful season. If you could visit with us some evening and enjoy 
the happy atmosphere which prevails and realize the influence the church 
has had on these women who are so friendly and thoughtful towards 


one another you would agree that this part of St. Stephen's work is really 
worthwhile.

St. Stephen's Service Club 


When the supervision of the Service Club at St. Stephen's Com- 
munity House was transferred to Mrs. Anna Hardy on June 1, 1947, 
there was a balance of $30.35 in the treasury. It remained under the 
same supervision from that date until the closing on December 20, 1947. 


During the summer months, there was an average of thirty-five 
young people at the Service Club activities. The winter months showed 
an increase and there were from thirty-five to sixty young people in the 
community house on Sunday evenings. 


We attempted and were successful in having three special parties. 
Each event was met with great enthusiasm on the part of the girls, who 
were very cooperative and never failed to help out where needed—be 
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it decorating for the parties, or washing and drying dishes and helping 
serve food behind the snack bar each Sunday. 


The snack bar was financed by donations of twenty-five cents from 
each civilian at the door. Our food expenses each week varied according 
to our selection, ranging from two to six dollars and the latter on rare 
occasions. Donations at the door also varied according to the number of 
civilians who attended and totaled from three to five dollars. There was 
no charge to servicemen. No donations were collected during the month of 
December. Instead, each hostess and civilian brought a small gift for a 
serviceman in preparation for our Christmas party. We also received 
voluntary contributions toward a fund in order to secure an orchestra 
for our last party. 


We still have a total of $2.50 in our treasury, which the group 
intends to dispose of at a future date. With the closing of the Service 
Club at St. Stephen's, our activities did not cease and the group of 
hostesses, together with Mrs. Anna Hardy and Mr. Fred Werner are
